GREAT DIVIDE 


Pueblo, Col., September 22.—Presi- 
dent Taft tonight is crossing the con- 
tinental diVide and tomorrow morning 
will find himself weet of the Rocky 
Mountains. All day the president has 
traveled with the panorama of the 
white-capped peaks of the Rockies in 
view and at one time the train ran for 
a mile or more through fields of snow. 
Tonight at Tennessee Pass the climb 
to the top of the divide carries the 
president to an altitude of 10,240 feet. 

For the first time the president ravy- 
eled through the Grand Canyon of the 
Arkansas, where at one place the half- 
mile deep canyon is so narrow that 
there is not room for the track and the 
river, and the former has to be carried 
over the rushing waters by means of a 
hanging bidge, suspended by cables em- 
bedded in the rocky walls of the 
chasm. The eleven-mile ride through 
the canyon was made by moonlight, the 
president's train having left here at 
6:40 p. m. and reaching the hanging 
bridge two hours later.

Bluefield, W. Va., September —An 
entire family of six persons were mur- 
dered and the bodies of all but one of 
the victims were burned‘ with -their 
home at Hurley, Buchaan county, Vir- 
ginia, early today.

Meadows, his wife and their three chil- 
dren, were the victims. Meadows’ 
body, badly mutilated, was found this » 
morning lying in the yard of his de- 
stroyed home, the funeral pyre of his 
loved one. Two bullet holes through 
the body and a ghastly wound in the 
neck, which almost severed the head 
from the body, gave the discoverers 
their first evidence of the extent of the 
tragedy. 

A search of the rufne of the house 
disclosed a sickenning spectacle. The 
blackened masses of half-burned 
flesh and charred bones of the two 
women and the three children were 
found beneath the debris each body 
bearing evidence of murder co:ynmitted 
before the house was destroyed by fire, 
evideatly for the purpose of hiding the 
crime.

Wright and Curtiss ‘to 
Make Daring Flights. 


New York, September 22.—A flight 
from Governor's Island across the low- 
er bay and around the Statue of Liber- 
ty probably will be the first aviation 
event during the Hudson-Fulton cele- 
bration. Glenn H. Curtiss, winner of 
the first international aviation contest, 
announced today that he would attempt 
to make this flight as soon as possible 
after he has assembled his machine. 


Wilbur Wright, who has his machine | 
almost in flying shape, met Curtiss to- | 


day for the first time since the latter 
returned from his European triumphs. 
The meeting, which took place in 
Wright's shed on Governor's island, 
was cordial. No ill-feeling exists be- 
cause of the suit which the Wright 
brothers have brought against the Her- 
ring-Curtiss Company for alleged in- 
fringement of patents. 

The machine which Wilbur Wright 
will use is of exactly the same dimen- 
sions as that which his brother, Or- 
ville, used at Fort Meyer last year: 
in fact, it includes part of that ill- 
fated aeroplane which dashed to earth, 
causing the death of Lieutenant Self- 
ridge, of the signal corps. 

It is capable of carrving two men 
and making a speed of between 38 and 
40 miles an hour. 

Wright's contract with the celebra- 
tion committee requires a flight of one 
Hour duration, while Curtiss has the 
option of making any flight which his 
judgment dictates.

purposely delayed his corporation tax | 
speech until his arrival jn Des Moines. 
Tuesday for the benefit of the interna- 
tional association, Lawson Purdy, pres- 
ident of the department of taxes and 
assessments of New York eity, deliv- 
ered before the association today a 
paper on proposed changes in federal 
taxation. 

The corporation tax law, Mr Purdy 
said, though called an excise~tax in 
the apparent hope that the phrase 
would disguise it when presented to 
the supreme court, is in reality a par- 
tial income tax. Just how it could be 
used to aid in the regulation of cor- 
poration activity, the speaker declared 
he could not see, nor coul* he under- 
stand the necessity for such a func- 
tion since the government already had 
power to regulate through the inter- 
state commerce commission and _ the 
Sherinan act. 

Income Tax Only Regulation. 

At the conclusion of the statement 


of W. S&S. Glass, of Topeka, state tax | 
commissioner of Kansas, that not a 
single corporation would in the end 
itself bear the burden of a federal tax, 
but would shift the burden to the con- 
sumer of corporate productions, a dis- 
cussion was started favoring the in- 
“ome tax. The latter, Mr. Glass assert- 
ed, wag about the only regulation un- 
der which the rich man‘could not es- 
cape his obligations.

burdened with absolute necessities. 


Because of the importance of a light and efficient equipment much care 
was taken to eliminate every ounce of weight. The sleds were made of hick- 


ory, the lightest wood consistent 
needless fiber was gouged out. 


and in every way the wé€ight of nearly 
everything was reduced even after leav- 
ing headquarters. 

Dr. Cook's Little Train. 

The little train, which followed me 
into the further mystery was composed 
of two sleds, each carrying 600 pounds, 
drawn by thirteen dogs, under the lash 
of an expert driver. The combined 
freight was as follows Pemmican, 805 
pounds. musk ox tenderloin, 50 pounds, 
todnu, 25 pounds; tea, 2 pounds; cof- 
fee, 1 pound; sugar, 20 pounds; con- 
densed milk, 10 pounds; milk biscuits, 
60 pounds; pea soup, powdered and 
compressed, 10 pounds; surprises, 5 
pounds; petroleum, 40 pounds; wood al- 
cohol, 2 pounds; candles, 3 pounds; 
matches, 1 pound. 

The Camp Equipments. 

The camp equipment included the 
following articles: One blow fire 
lamp (Jeuel), 3 aluminum pails, 3 
aluminum. cups,’ 3 aluminum tea- 
spoons, 1. tablespoon, 3 tin  ~plates, 
6 pocket Knives, 2 butgq@er Knives 
(10 inches), 1 saw knife (13 inch- 
es). 1 long Knife (15 inches), 1 ri- 
fle (Sharp's), 1 rifle (Winchester, 22- 
calibre), 110 cartridges, 1 hatchet, 1 
alpine ax, extra line and lashings, 3 
personal bags. 

The sled equipment was 2 
weighing 52 pounds each; 1 12-foot 
folding canvas boat, 34 pounds; 1 silk 
tent, 2 canvas sled covers, 2 sleeping 
bags (reindeer skin), floor furs, extra 
wood for sled repairs, screws, nails 
and rivets.

What Personal Bags Contained. 

The personal bags contained four ex- 
tra pairs of kamiks. with fur stockings, 
woolen skirt, three pairs of sealskin 
mittens, two pairs of fur mittens, a 
piece of blanket, a sealskin coat (net- 
sha), a repair kit for mending clothing 
and dog harness, extra fox tails. 

At the time on the march we wore 
snow goggles, blue fox coats (kapi- 
tahs), birdskin shirts, woolen drawers, 
bearskin pants, kamiks and hareskin 
stockings. 

We fastened a band of fox talls un- 
der the knee and about the waist. 


Helping the Advance. 

On the morning of March 18, prepara- 
tions were made to divide the partv. 
The advance must be helped over the 
rough ice of the pack adge, and for 
this purpose Koolootingwah and Inu- 
gito were selected. The other six Es- 
kimos prepared to return. One sled 
was left with the cache to insure a 
good vehicle for our return in case the 
two sleds were badly broken en route. 

A half gale was blowing into Nan- 
sen sound from the northwest, but this 
did not interfere with the starting of 
the home-going Eskimos. With

Werd Given to Start. 

When the word was given to start 
the dogs were gathered and the sleds 
were spanned with a jump. Soon they 
disappeared in the rush of driving 
snow. The crack of the whips and the 
rebound of cheering voices was the 
last which we heard of the faithful 
savage supporters. They had followed 
not for pay, but for a real desire to be 
helpful, from the dark days of the 
ending of night to the bright nights 
of the coming double-day, 
parting enforced a pang of loneliness. 

With a snow-charged blast in our 
faces it was quite impossible for us to 
start, so we withdrew to the snow 
Igloo, entered our bags and slept a 
few hours longer. At noon the horizon 
cleared, the wind veered to the south- 
west and came within endurable force. 
The dogs had been doubly fed the 
night before; they were not to be fed 
again for two days. The twelve hun- 
dred pounds of freight were packed on 
four sleds, and quickly we slipped 
around deep grooves in the great pilio- 
crystic floes. 

The snow had been swept from the 
ice by the force of the preceding 
storms, and the speed attained by the 
dogs through even rough ice was such 
that it was difficult to keep far enough 
ahead to get a good course. 

The crevasses and pressure lines 
gave little trouble at first, but the 
hard irregularity of the bared ice of- 
fered a dangerous surface for the life 
of our sleds, passing through blue 
gorges among miniature mountains of 
sea ice; on a course slightly west of 
north. We soon sank the bold head- 
land which raises the northern point of 
Heiberg island. 

Camp Is Pitched. 

After a run of twenty-six miles we 
pitched camp on a floeberg of unusual 
height. There were many big hum- 
mocks about to the lee of which were 
great banks of hardened snow. Away 
from land it is always more difficult 
to find snow suitable for cutting build- 
ing blocks, but here was an abundance, 
conveniently placed. In the course of 
an hour a comfortable palace of crys- 
tal Was erected, and into we crept out 
of the piercing wind. The first day's 
march over the circumpolar sea was 
closer with a good record. 

The dogs curled up and went to 
sleep without a call, as if they knew 
there would be no food until the mor- 
row. My wild companions covered 
their faces with their convenient long 
hair, and sank quietly into a comforta- 
ble slumber, but for me, sleep was 
quite impossible. Letters must be 
written; the whole prozlem of our 
campaign must be again carefully 
Studied, and final plans must be made, 
not only to reach our ultimate destina- 
tion, but for the returning parties and 
for the security of the things at Anna- 
took. 

Left Caches of Supplies. 

It was difficult at this time to even 
Suess at the probable line of our re- 
turn to land. Much depended upon 
conditions encountered in the  north- 
ward route. Though we had left 
caches of supplies, with the object of 
returning along Nansen Sound into 
Cannon Fjord and over Arthur Land, I 
entertained grave doubts of our ability 
to return this way. If the ice drifted 
strongly to the east, we might not be 
given the chofce of working out our 
own return. In that event, we would 
be carried perhaps helplessly to Green- 
land, and must seek a return either 
along the east coast or the west 
coast. 

This drift did not offer a dangerous 
hardship, for the musk oxen would 
keep us alive to the west, and to the 
east it seemed possible to reach Shan- 
non Island, where the Baldwin-Ziegier 
expedition had abandoned a large 
cache of supplies. It appeared not im- 
probable also, that a large land ex- 
tension might offer a gafe return much 
father west. 


Francke’s Instructions. 

Because of this uncertainty, Francke 
was instructed to wait until June 6 
1908, and as we did not return he was 
told to place Koolootingwah in charge 
and go home, either by the whalers 
or by the Danish ships to the south. 

No relief which he could offer would 
help us, and to wait for an indefinite 
time alone would have inficted a 
needless hardship. This and many 
other instructions were prepared for 
Koolootingwah and Inugito to take 
back. 

In the morning the frost in crystals 
had been swept from the air, but there 
remained a humid chill which pierced 
to the bones. The temperature was 
minus 56 Fahrenheit, a light air came 
from the west and the sun burned in 


a freezing blue. 


After a few hours’ march the Ice 
changed in character. The extensive 
thick fields gave place to moderate- 
sized foes. 

The flees were separated by zones of 
troublesome crushed ice thrown into 
high pressure lines, which offered se- 
rious barriers, but with the ice ax and 
Eskimo ingenuity we managed to make 
fair progress. 

Second Run on Polar Ice. 

The second run on the polar ice was 
twenty miles to our credit. I had ex- 
pected to send the supporting party 
back from here, but progress had not 
been as good as expected. We could 
hardly spare the food to* feed their 
dogs, so they volunteered to push along 
another day without dog food. 

On the next day, with increasine dif- 
ficulties in some troublesome ice, we 
camped, after making only 16 miles. 
Here a small snow house was built, 
and from here, after disposing of a 
pot of steaming musk ox loins and 
broth, followed by a double -brew~-of 
tea. our last helPers returned. 

With empty sleds and hungry 
they hoped tg reach land in one day's 
travel. But this would make the 
fourth day without food for their does. 
and in case of storm or moving ice 
other days of famine might easily fall 
in their lot. They had however, an 
abundance of dogs and might sacrifice 
a tew for the benefit of the otwjers, as 
we must often do.

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COOK IS QUIZZED 
ABOUT POLE DASH 


New York, September 22.—Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook, seeking rest and seclu- 
sion with his family after the boister- 
ous welcome of yesterday, denied him- 
self to interviewers today and remained 
in his suite at the Waldorf-Astoria un- 
til late this evening, when he sub- 
mitted cheerfully to oneof the sever- 
est cross-examinations since he an- 
nounced his discovery of the North 
Pole. 

The ordeal of the interview, which 
was conducted by forty newspaper rep- 
resentatives, including several from 
foreign newspapers, proved at least 
that he was not afraid to meet the pub- 
lic. 

Cook Recognized as Polefinder. 

Incidentally the city of New York of- 


ficially recognized his achievement to- 
day, when the board of aldermen passed 
a resolution commemorating his dis- 


l covery and providing for a public wel- 


come at the city hall. The date of the 
reception will be announced later. 

As the questions asked were put by 
lavmen. they did not go deeply into the 
scientific aspect of the expedition. But 
Dr. Cook was ready to answer anything 
pertinent to the issue. 

The most interesting phase of the 
interview was reached when Dr. Cook 
was asked if he would object to show- 
ing his diary. He immediatele con- 
sented, and after retiring to his room, 
returned with a small octavo note- 


book which he showed freely to all. 
It was a thin book containing 176 
pages, one of which was filled with 
50 or 60 lines of penciled writing of 
the mest minute character. 

The book, he said, contained con- 
siderably more than 100,000 words, 
while he has besides, other books em- 
bracing his observations and other 
data. 

Interviewers Rath¢r Severe. 

The interviewers were rather se- 
vere in regard to details, but nothing 
indicated that the Polar traveler's mem- 
ory was at fault, even in the most 
minute particulars. Sometimes, when 
a petty question indicated ignorance, 
he smiled with good humored sympathy 
at the lack of technical knowledge 
displayed. 

Not once did he refuse to reply, ex- 
cept when the name of Commander 
Peary was broached. Even then he 
said that he had always, and did now, 
consider Peary as his friend, but con- 
troversial subjects, in comnection with 
his rival, he avoided entirely, saying 
that they could walt. 

When requested to say what had oc- 
curred at his meeting with Harry 
Whitney, the New Haven sportsman, 
he said he preferred to lIget Whitney 
tell his own story, as Whitney was 
quite unbiased. His reasons in impos- 
ing secrecy on Whitney, on Pritchard, 
Commander Peary’s cabin boy, and the 
Eskimos were prompted by his desire 
to be the first to tell the world his 
discovery. He had done the work, 
he said, and was entitled to relate how 
it had been carried out. 

Questions Put to Cook. 


Some of the more important ques- 
tions put to Dr. Cook during the in- 
terview, and his replies thereto, fol- 
low: 

Q—Did anything ever occur in the 
life of yourself and Mr. Peary’ that 
would create an enmity or bitterness 
between you? 

A—Nothing that I know of. 

Q—Would you be willing to meet

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Peary in a debate when he gets here? 

A—As far as I am concerned the 
Peary incident is closed. Mr. Peary 
is not the dictator of my affairs, and 
I do not care tO say anything further 
about him. 

Q—Did you know Mr, Whitney when 
you had met him on your return to 
Etah? 

A—No: he introduce@ nimself. 

Q—What caused vou to have such 
confidence in Mr. Whitney that you 
entrusted your instruments to him? 

A—I knew him by name, and cir- 
cumstances that arose while I was with 
him justified my confidence. I gave 
him the instruments to bring back be- 
cause I thought they would be less 
liable to injury on board his vessel 
than if I took them across glaciers 
and rough ice-covered country. 


Story of Peary'’s Negro. 

Q—What is your opinion of the 
story told by the negro Henson of the 
information he obtained from your two 
Eskimos? 
~A—Well, the Eskimos were bound 
by me not to tell anyone where they 
had been. I should like you to have 
Henson here and cross-auestion him 
yourself. Henson's testimony Is en- 
tirely founded on hearsay. 

Q—Knowing that a ship was coming 
north this summer for Whitney, why 
did you not wait for that ship and 
come direct to New York instead of go- 
ing to South Greenland and sailing 
from there to Copenhagen? 

A—I knew that the Danish rovern- 
ment ship would get me home before 
Whitney's ship. 

Q—Was your determination of the 
Pole solely by an observation of the 
sun’s altitude, or did you take obser- 
vations of the polar star twelve hours 
apart, and by the determination of the 
celestial Pole midway between the two 
positions prove the accuracy of your 
position on the terrestial Pole? 

A—How are you going to take an 
observation by the Polar star, when 
vou have a continuous star? There 


is no night: you cannot have any 


stars, there is no darkness. 
Observations at the Pole. 

Q—Will you describe in detail any 
single observation taken by you at 
the North Pole with the exact figures 
of the results and the corrections ap- 
plied? 

A—Not at this present moment. We 
will describe every one of them in 
detail when they go to the University of 
Copenhagen. They will go there within 
two months. The entire records will be 
delivered to the university and after 
that they will go to everybody that 
wants to examine them. 

Q—In your original narrative, as 
published in the New York Herald, 
you said: 

“The night of April 7 was made not- 
able by the swinging of the sun at 
nfidnight over the northern sky. Your 
observations on April 6, placed the 
camp in latitude ‘86.36 longitude $4.2.” 

The astronomers say that in the lati- 
tude you mention the midnight sun 
would have been visible on April 1 
and that if you fully saw it for the 
first time on April 7, you must have 
been 550 miles from the Pole, instead 
of 234, as you supposed. 

Therefore, to have reached @the 
Pole on April 21, you would have had 
to travel 39 miles daily. What is your 
explanation of the apparent discrep- 
ancy? 

A—In the first place, that indicates 
the point 1 have taken: that nobody 
can pronounce judgment on a matter 
of this kind until they get the com- 
plete records. The northern n»orizon 
at midnight had been so obscure that 
we could not tell whether the sun was 
below the horizon or above it. We 
were not making observations at mid- 
night. Therefore, this statement is 
based on the fact that we have sald 
that it was possible to see the sun at 
midnight on that day. I have not look- 
ed through The Herald's story, as it 
has been written out in full. My im- 
pression is that we were absolutely 
unable to see the sun the midnight be- 
fore that. The horizon was obscured.

Official Bulletin Gives 
Figures for the Current 
Season. 


Only the ordinary incréase in sales 
of fertilizers for the season 1908-09 is 
shown by the official bulletin just is- 
sued by the state department of agri- 
culture. 

Total sales for this season were $84,- 
295 tons, an increase of 41,520 tons 
over those for the preceding season. 
These figures are based upon the num- 
ber of inspection tags sold by the de- 
partment. 

The increase has grown gradually 
from year to year since 1874, when 
the total sales were only 48,648 tong. 
The number of brands on the market 
and registered with the department 
of agriculture in accordance with the 
requirement of law, has also increased 
in like proportion. In 1874 there were 
only 110 brands, as againt a total of 
2,274 for the season of 1908-09.

Death List In Terrebonne.

Additional News of Havoc. 

Additional news of the havoc of the 
storm along the east gulf coast re- 
ceived today indicate that the damage 
Was even heavier than first reported. 
It is now definitely known that only 
One man lost his life at Bay St. Louis, 
a fisherman, name unknown, who was 
drowned Monday. A number of other 
places are yet to be heard from, but it 
is not thought probable that any more 
loss of life will be reported. 

The long railroad bridge at Bay St. 
Louis is a complete wreck. and ti will 
be weeks before it ig repaired. When 
the storm struck this bridge, George 
Doherty, a Western Union lineman 
working out of New Orleans. was at- 
tempting to repair the wfr@ so that 
communication could be reestablished. 

Doherty saw that the storm was 
growing worse and started for the 
west end of the bridge. Before he had 
reached his railroad velocipede, a hun- 
dred yards away, the water was run- 
ning on the tracks, and he left the 
machine to wakk forward to see if the 
track was safe for him to proceed. He 
had hardly stepped away from the 
machine before it was lifted high into 
the air and carried far out into the 
bay. 

Clung to Tie and Was Saved. 

“I was thrown flat on the bridge and 
only saved myself by locking my arms 
around one of the ties,” said Doherty 
in describing his experiences on his 
arrival here late today. “There were 
three negroes in my gang and they 
finally reached me. By that time the 
waves were tearing up the bridge and 
we lashed a number of ties together 
with our wire, launchiog it just as the 
section of the bridge on which we were 
Standing was swept away. 

“The waves were running at least 
00 feet high, and if we had not lashed 
ourselves to the raft with wire we 
would have been drowned. 

“The bridge went down Sunday, and 
we were washed around in the bay 
until Monday afternoon, when we were 
picked up by a fishing schooner.”

HEAVY LOSSES REPORTED 
ON MISSISSIPPI COAST 

Jackson, Miss., September 22.—To- 
day's information felative to damage 
inflicted by Monday night’s hurricane 
is decidedly more cheerful in character. 
The most gratifying news received 
here today was that the timber destruc- 
tion in south Mississippi is not of a 
serious character, very few trees in the 
long-leaf yellow pine belt having been 
blown down. 

It was at first feared that the tim- 
ber damage would almost equal that fn 
the storm of three years ago, when 
more than $5,000,000 worth of forestry 
was felled. ® 

The crop damage, especiall¥ to cot- 
ton, will also be much smaller than in- 
dicated by the earlier reports. Another 
highly gratifying piece of information 
received here is that the artificial har- 
bor at Gulfport, built by Captain J. T. 
Jones, successfully weathered the 
storm. 

The Mississippi Coast Traction Com- 
pany was hard hit, the track from 
Long Beach to Biloxi being washed up 
at innumerable places. This road was 
constructed several years ago, travers- 
ing a distance of !8 miles and repre- 
sents an investment of $1,000,000. It is 
almost a complete wreck. Save the 
Ship Island pier at Gulfport. not a 
bath-house or pier hag been left stand- 
ing from Pass Christian to Scranton. 
It will cost from $800,000 to $750,000 to 
replace these structures. The damage 
to small shipping interest is almost be- 
yond estimates. Hundreds of fishing 
boats, schooners, catboats and launches 
were hurled ashore and crushed like 
eggshells on the beach. 

DAMAGE DONE AT JACKSON 
WILL REACH $50,000 

Jackson, Miss., September 22.—Later 
estimates of the damage in Jackson, 
caused by Monday’s storm, show that it 
will somewhat excved $50,000. 

Report came in from the Mississipp! 
insane hospital, located in the,north- 
ern suburbs, this morning that the 
wing of one of the negro wards was 
demolished. 

Thesedamage to the east dome of the 
new capitol will amount to at least 
$2,000. 

Telegraphic and telephonic connec- 
tions with ihterior points in Mississ{ppi 
were somewhat improved today and it 
was made possible to secure reports 
on storm damage. 

Reports today show that the damage 
inflicted at interior points was of a 
minor nature. The damage to crops is 


also much smaller than anticipated and 
the storm has been followed by a pe- 
riod of bright autumn sunshine that 
makes it possible to resume cotton- 
picking and gathering up the staple 
blown out of the bolis or beaten into 
the ground by the high winds. 

The Illinois Central main line be- 
tween Jackson and New Orleans is 
still tied up, several miles of the track 
having been washed away by the high 
tidal waves that invaded the marshes. 
Illinois: Central trains from New Or- 
leans are being detoured via Baton 
Rouge and Natchez over the Yazoo and 
Mississippi Valley tracks. 

All other roads in the interior of the 
State are running trains on regular 
scheduies and sustained no serious 
damage. 


FIVE SAILORS ARE HURT 
BATTLING WITH THE STORM 


Pensacola, Fla.. September 22.—With 
signals of distress fiving, the Norwe- 
gian bark Parkwood, ten days out from 
Gulfport, with a cargo of lumber, for 
Buenos Ayres, was towed into port 
this afternoon, havine encountered the 
gulf hurricane Sundav night when 200 
miles off Pensacola.

Jackson, Miss., September 22.—Ad- 
vices reached the Illinois Central of- 
fice in this city today that the relief 
train sent south on the main line to- 
day has reached Pass Manchac, and 
that the dead bodies of eight persons, 
including the station agent, his wife 
and children, had been recovered at 
that point. The other victims, accord- 
ing to the report, were section hands 
who were drowned during the tidal 
wave which swept up Lake Manchac. 

The Illinois Central offices have not 
succeeded in locating limited passen- 
ger train No. 2, which left New Or- 
leans Monday night, and which was run- 
ning through the-marshes during the 
height of the storm. Much apprehen- 
sion is felt for its safety. All tele- 
graph points south of McComb has 
been cut off, and the information 
brought to the local offices this after- 
noon was from the crew of a local 
freight train that left McComb earlv 
today.

FARNUM BEING TRIED 
ON BRIBERY CHARGE 


Testimony Is Presented by 
Prosecution in Dispensary 
Case. 


Columbia. 8. C., September 22.—Joe 
B. Wylie. of Chester. former member of 
the board of directors of the state dis- 
pensary, went on the stand today to tes- 
tify against J. S. Farnum, accused of 


bribery. 

Wryile was examined upon the records 
at the dispensary showing where houses 
represented by Farnum had received 
orders for thousands of cases of whis- 
ky. Tomorrow he will be examined 
upon the particular allegation that he 
received a bribe of $1,125 on a certain 
date. Robert J. Gage, casheir of the

Governor Brown Secures 


$100,000 at Rate of 
2 Per Cent. 


Governor Brown arranged yesterday 
with three Atlanta banks and one ip 
Macon, all state depositories, to borrow 
$100,000 for three months at 2 per cent, 
for the purpose of paying it to the 
school teachers of the state. 

The banks loaning the money are 
the Atlanta National, the american Na- 
tlonal and the Fourth National of At- 
lanta, and the American National, of 
Macon. 

The notes will be dated next Monday, 
September 27, and the warrants to 
meet the payments will be drawn that 
day. sd ‘ 

It is calculated that this amount will 
take care of the requisitions for school 
money from various counties now In the 
hands of State School Commissioner 
Pound. 

Up to this time about $450,000 of the 
1909 school fund bas been paid the 
teachers, and this, together with the 
$100,000 now to be paid, will make 
aproximately 26 per cent of the 1909 
fund paid. 

Governor Brown said he would pay 
more at this time if the treasury ,had 
the money. He has the power to bor- 
row to the extent of $200,000, but will 
hold the balance in reserve for a short 
time to see whether there are any 
emergencies. 

If possible this additional $100,000 
may be distributed to the schools some 
time before the fall tax money 
comes in.

COTTON MILL OWNERS 
ARE IN CONVENTION 


Matters Relating to the Cotton 
Trade Are Being 
Discussed. 


Britton Woods, N. H., September 22. 
The cotton trade was discussed at the 
eighty-seventh meeting of the Nation- 
al Association of Cotton Manufactur- 
ers here today. Legal relations be- 
tween mfll and selling agent and 
standard specifications for staple gray 
goods were among the topics of dis- 
cussion. 

Charles T. Plunkett, president of the 
National Cotton Manufacturers’ Ass0- 
ciation, called to attention the over- 
building and over-production in certain 
European centers, which, he said, 
had resulted in forcing idleness upon 
70,000 spindles in an attempt to cur- 
tall the output. Comparing American 
conditions with those abroad, he 
designated labor costs at home as “a 
handicap of large proportions,” and 
he indicated, as matters needing atten- 
tion of Americans, the following: 

National legislation tending to per- 
manent rather than transitory indus- 
trial conditions, now so vacillating in 
each state and diverse in all; a higher 
regard for commercial integtfity and a 
moral courage to sedulously nurture it 
and require it of others; and more 
trustworthy banking capital to § in- 
sure financial support, which will 
not shrink from service at the precise 
moment of greatest need.

Suspicion That Late Leaders in 
Advance Are Now Selling 
the Market.

The support aceorded the mar- 
ket was not of that determined and 
effective character that has been mani- 
fest at any period of pressure for a 
long time past. This action engen- 
dered the fear that the almost limit- 
less resources at the command of the 
men credited with the speculative lead- 
ership, who were no longer being em- 
ployed in further accumulation and in 
protecting values of holdings already 
acquired. Efforts at sustaining prices 
were made plainly enough, but their 
ineffectiveness sugkested the recent 
passage of stocks from strong to weak- 
er hands. The belief that this process 
has been going on is fostered by the 
number of stories recently influential 
in stimulating speculative buying 
which have failed of confirmation. The 
glaring instance of the Central ralil- 
road of New Jersey dividend, which 
was left unchanged vesterday, drew 
particular attention to this subject, 
owing to the very heavy speculation 
which has converged to Reading, in 
the expectation that this dividend was 
to be raised. A summing-up of other 
recent predictions which have proved 
unréliable was going on today. It was 
surmised that the persons responsible 
for the original circulation of these 
rumors were not likely to have waited 
until the time of their certain disproof 
to effect the selling of stocks, the de- 
mand for which these rumors were pal- 
pably designed to stimulate. There 
was a disposition quite prevalent to 
mistrust imitations of intended divi- 
dend increases, the granting of valu- 
able subscription rights and the per- 
fecting of important deals, which have 
done effective service for a long time 
past. 

The sensational demonstration of 
strength in United States Steel, as the 
market opened, was of very moderate 
effect on the general list. Such sus- 
taining effect as it had was taken ad- 
vantage of at once to push stocks for 
sale in all quarters of the list. For 
half an hour fully two-thirds of the 
total dealings were made up of United 
States Steel, but by that time it had 
lost its initial rise of 1%, which had 
extended its record price by that much 
to 86%. The preferred stock also made 
a ne whigh record durine the course 
of the day. In Reading, Union Pacific, 
St. Paul and other recent speculative 
favorites, meanwhile, the realizing 
sales were pushed persistently and 
wide inroads were made on thelr prices. 
The money market showed no signs 
of disturbance, but the statistics of the 
banking position make it eviden that 
resources for merely speculative opera- 
tions on a scale of millions, which 
had been so employed recently, are be- 
coming restricte@é, with every evidence 
that the supply will be further and 
progressively narrowed for a consider- 
able time to come. The private dis- 
count rate rose again today in London 
and Berlin. admonishing would-be bor- 
rowers that the vneriod of easy conces- 
sion on that side was coming to an 
end. The New York exchange at ChiI- 
cago, after having risen to par, in 
response to last week, a ris in interest 
rates here, has fallen baek again, and 
was reported today at 25 cents per 
$1,000 discount, reflecting the renewal 
of the increased demand for currency. 
The series of utterances bv President 
Taft bearing upon corporation control 
and the regulation af great individual 
wealth are arousing discussion in the 
financial world, and are given a shazge 
of influence in the downward trend of 
stock prices. The heavy damage 
wrought by the southern storm also 
was credited with some depressing in- 
fluence. A reported improving de- 
mand for copper metal did not save 
the copper industrials from the pre- 
vailing weakness.

WHEAT BREAKS BADLY; 
HEAVY LIQUIDATION 


Prices at Close Were One-Eight 
to One-Quarter and Three- 
Eights Lower. 


Chicago, September 22.—Wheat prices 

on the board of trade broke violently 
today, on heavy liquidation, following 
a fresh advance at the start, at, 
which time the September delivery 
advanced to $1.07, and the December 
to $1.00%. The market closed weak 
at almost the bottom, with prices 1-8c¢ 
to 1-4c@3*+8c below yesterday's final 
figures. Corn and oats also closed 
weak, but provisions were firm. 

The September delivery of wheat 
again displayed considerable conges- 
tion during the first part of the day, 
and as a result the prices of that por- 
tion was forced nearly 2 cents above 
the closing quotations of the previous 
session. Deferred months followed the 
lead of the current month, and ad- 
vanced nearly 1 cent above the point 
at which they ‘closed the preceding 
day. During the last half of the day, 
however, extreme weakness developed, 
and prices declined from 1 1-8 to 2 1-4c 
from the high points. Shorts were 
again active bidders for the Septem- 
ber delivery, and, with dim offers, the 
price. was readily forced upward. De- 
creased receipts in thé northwest and 
the strength of the cash grain at all 
the leading grain centers in this ceun- 
try were chiefly responsible for the 
urgent demand. The sharp advance 
stimulated more active selling toward 
midday, and prices began to decline. 
The September delivery broke from 
1.07 to $1.04 3-4, and the December 
option from $1.00 5-8 to $1.08 3-4 to 
99% @99 5-8c. Final quotations on the 
former were at $1.05, and at 99 5-8c 
for the latter.
